DR. C. M. SHIPP 
GIVES VALUABLE 
POLIO INFORMATION 


Information from County Health 

Doetor C. M. Shipp gives the 
valuable information that 90% 
of the children of a community 
must be vaccinated to assure 
protection against infectious Or 
transmissable diseases. 

In the Hancock County Polio 
Contro] Program tne county 
Health Department has vaccinat- 
ed 2,074 children in the total 
group (4,684) of school children 
and pre-school children. In this 
group, 2,074 received the first 
shot. 1,519 received the second. 
shot. Those children who have 
received the second shot have 
ample protection against this 
dread disease, but in this group 
there are still 555 who have not 
yet received tht second shot. 

In Hancock County there are 
4,684 children eligible for polio 
vaccine. The Health Department 
has ample vaccine for these chil- 
dren. 

“Vaccination cannot be forced 
on any child. The responsibility 
rests with parents,” Dr. Shipp 
said. “The length of time this 
vaccine will protect the chird is 
still unknown, but it is far great- 
er than was expected at the be 
ginning of the. piogram. Children 
in the field trials of the 1953- 
54 vaccinations are still protect- 
ed. How much longer this pro- 
tection will last we do not know. 
Tests are still being madè on 
this group.”

DR. C. M. SHIPP 
GIVES VALUABLE 


POLIO INFORMATION 


Information from County Health 

Doetor C. M. Shipp gives the 
valuable information that 90% 
of the children of a community 
must be vaccinated to assure 
protection against infectious or 
transmissable diseases. 

In the Hancock County Polio 
Control Program the county 
Health Department has vaccinat- 
ed 2,074 children in the total 
group (4,684) of school children 
and preschool children. In this 
group, 2,074 received the first 
shot. 1,519 received the second. 
shot. Those children who have 
received the second shot have 
ample protection against this 
dread disease, but in this group 
there are still 555 who have not 
yet received tht second shot. 

In Hancock County there are 
4,684 children eligible for polio 
vaccine. The Health Department 
has ample vaccine for these chil- 
dren. 

“Vaccination cannot be forced 
on any child. The responsibility 
rests with parents,” Dr. Shipp 
said. “The length of time this 
vaccine will protect the child is 
still unknown, but it is far great- 
er than was expected at the be- 
ginning of the program. Children 
in the field trials of the 1953- 
54 vaccinations are still protect- 
ed. How much longer this pro- 
tection will last we do not know. 
Tests are still being madè on 
this group."

Summer training of young fruit 
trees will enable you to produce 
stronger, larger and better shap- 
ed trees than you can with dor- 
mant pruning alone. 

Unless you do summer prun 
ing, low branches or suckers may 
make excessive growth and pre- 
vent normal development of the 
permanent tree, . 

To train peaches and plums, 
leave the center leader with 3 
to 5 branches spaced 6 to 8 
inches apart on the trunk to 
form the framework of the tree. 
Select bottom branch about 18 in- 
ches above the ground, and keep 
all lower branches and growth 
cut or rubbed from the tree. 

For apples, pears, follow o 
: similar pattern, but select 5 to 
8 branches with the lowest 
branch; at least 24 inches above 
the ground.
